WASHINGTON, April:7 (AP)— 
President Truman is reported to 
be considering the possibility of 
some disciplinary action against 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur as a 
means of trying to prevent any 
new excursions by the Far Eastern 
commander into public controver- 
sy on Far Eastern policy. 

The Chief Executive conferred 
, at the White House today with 
Secretary of Defense George C. 
Marshall and Gen. Omar Bradley, 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. 

Reports Aim of Session. 

Usually well-informed officials 
privately reported that the prin- 
cipal purpose of the session was 
to discuss the MacArthur prob- 
lem. - : 

The Korean situation in general 
may have been among other 
topics discussed, wever,.. in. 
view of the expected Communist 
offensive there and the recent 
statement of House aker Ray- 

burn (Dem.), Texas, that there is 
“a terrible danger” of World 
War IIL. : 

It was understood that no de- 
cision was reached on what to do 
about MacArthur and his propos- 
als for broader action against the 
Chinese Reds than he has been 
permitted to Aake. e ow 

In the growing Capital debate 
on MacArthur’s stand, Senator 
Taft (Rep.) Ohio, lined up with 
the General and demanded that 
Chinese Nationalists be given 
arms to invade China and “take 
the pressure off our boys fighting 
in Korea.” Taft, in an interview, 
called for an end to what he 
termed “the tragic and ridiculous 

policy of the State Department in 
neutralizing the Chinese Nation- 
alist army.” 

Some supporters of President 
Truman, on the other hand, la- 
mented MacArthur's advocating 
policies that the Administration 
either has turned down or has 
not authorized him to talk about. 

Courses of Action Open. 

Qualified informants said Pres- 
ident Truman has several courses 
of action open to him: 

1. He could ignore the latest 
MacArthur statement, which 
House Republican Leader Mar- 
tin ‘Rep.), Massachusetts, used 
against the Administration in 
the debate on the draft bill this 
week. 

2 He could give MacArthur 
a new reminder to clear all 
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St. Louis voters will face the 
most critical issue in years—the 
choice between progress and de- 
cay in the public school system— |; 
at the May 1 special election 
when proposals to increase the 
school tax rate and issue bonds 
for new construction and mod- 
ernization will be submitted. 

This statement was made yes- 
terday by former Circuit Judge 
William J. Blesse, chairman of 
the Citizens’ School Tax and 
Bond Issue Committee, on the 
opening of the campaign. 

The proposed 12-cent rise in 
the school tax would bring the 
rate to $1.01 on the $100 valua- 
tion. The tax rise would remain 
in effect for only two years, un- 
less further extended by the vot- 
ers. It requires a simple major- 
ity for passage.

BRITAIN TO REGISTER STRONG | 
PROTEST, SURPRISE TO U.S. 
OVER M’ARTHUR’S PROPOSAL

RITAIN today instructed its 
B embassy at Washington to 

register a strong complaint 
with the State Department 
against Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur’s proposal that Chinese 
Nationalist forces be used 
against the Chinese Commu- 
nists. 

The embassy was told to in- 
form the State Department 
that MacArthur’s suggestion is 
in complete contradiction to 
agreed United Nations policy. 
It was. also advised to register 
the British Government’s sur- 
prise that such a_ proposal 
could be made publicly by a 
military officer. 

Minister of State Kenneth 
Younger, addressing a labor 
party meeting at Cardiff, 
added to the clamor against 
MacArthur. 

Although he did not mention 
MacArthur by name, Younger 
cautioned his listeners not to | 
be misled by “such irrespon- 
sible statements as seem to 
come out at frequent intervals 
from highly placed quarters 
without the authority of the 
United Nations or, indeed, of

In the past there had been other 
hot letters, including one to Sena- 
tor “obey (Rep.), New Hampshire, 
who had opposed the nomination 
of Edwin W. Pauley for Under 
Secretary of the Navy. 

Perhaps these letters were on 
his mind one day last December 
when he told a group of visiting 
radio and television executives he 
is under the handicap “of living 
the lives of two men — that of 
President and of a human being.” 

Despite his occasional outbursts 
of temper, Harry Truman usually 
is a smiling, friendly man. The 
White House staffers, who see 
him evéry day, say they rarely 
find him in anything but a pleas- 
ant mood.

The commission, set up by Con- 
gress in 1948 to police the State 
Department’s world-wide propa- 
ganda war with Russia, added its 
views to p of President Tru- 
man that the House Appropria- 
tions Committee restore $88,000,- 
000 cut from Truman's $97,500,- 
000 request to expand Voice ac- 
tivities. 

The committee made the reduc-

an over-all $843,400,000 spending 
request. It said it was getting 
tired of providing money under 
the guise of “emergency” or “na- 
tional defense.” 

Group Headed by Canham. 

The commission, headed by Er- 
win D. Canham, editor of the 
Christian Science Monitor, em- 
phasized its warning by firmly 
underwriting Secretary of De- 
fense George C. Marshall’s recent 
declaration that the world situa- 
tion is more dangerous now than 
it was six months ago. 

It also denounced public “com- 
placency” toward the world 
crisis, cautioned against. divorcing 
‘the Voice from the State Depart- 
ment, and invited a congressional 
investigation of the Voice and its 
personnel. ° 

It said, with reference to Sec- 
retary of State Dean Acheson’s 
critics, that a separate agency 
might be all right because the 
. State Department is a target area 
politically” and has been for 
years. But “the chasm between 
the information program and pol- 
icy-making, which this commis- 
sion has tried earnestly to help 
close, would begin to yawn 
again,” it predicted. 

Pictures Two Policies.

Fewer than 100 persons at- 
tended the Episcopalian services, 
conducted by the Rev. Thomas W. 
Sumners at an undertaking estab- 
lishment. There were no eulogies. 
Mrs. Sydney Rutledge, the phy- 
sician’s tall, blonde window, was 
accompanied by her parents, Dr. 
and Mrs. H. B. Goodrich of Han- 
nibal, Mo. She maintained stoic 
composure throughout the serv- 
ice. She wore a dark blue suit 
with white trim, white gloves and 
a small dark’ blue hat. 
Mrs. Rutledge, whose affair 
with Byron C. Hattman led to his 
death and her husband’s convic- 
tion, turned her face slightly 
when photographers took pictures 
as she entered the funeral home, 
but there was no change in facial 
expression. 

Burial Beside Father. 
Dr. Rutledge was buried in 
Forest Park Cemetery, in a grave 
adjoining that of his father, killed 
recently in an automobile-train 
collission.

DANGER T0 ST. LOUIS 
FROM ATOMIC ATTAGK 


Civil Defense Officer Says 
Bomber Can Strike City 
From Russian Base. 


The vulnerability of the St. 
Louis area to atomic attack, and 
the consequent need for proper 
defense measures, were stressed 
last night in a radio broadcast 
by Director of Civil Defense 
Raymond R. Tucker and his staff. 
Brig. Gen. Francis P. Hard- 
away, chief administrative assist- 
ant, pointed out that the Russian 
TU-4 bomber is capable of bomb- 
ing St. Louis from bases in Rus- 
sia although it does* not have 
sufficient range for the round 
trip. 

Tucker said there is evidence 
Russia has at least 50 atomic 
bombs in stockpile. After re- 
counting the background of estab- 
lishment of the Civil Defense 
Offite here in December of 1950, 
he added that political subdivi- 
sions in the St. Louis area are 
now awaiting legislation that will 
permit them to enter into mutual 
aid agreements. 


Col. Glen R. Townsend, who 
heads the staff plans, training 
and operations section, spoke of 
the importance of welding exist- 
ing agencies into a competent 
defense team. Despite all pre- 
cautions, he said, experience has 
shown that a percentage of at- 
tacking aircraft can get through. 
The staff’s administration and 
personnel officer, Frank Sullivan, 
said St. Louis would be a logical 
target because of its importance 
as a transportation and industrial 
center. Dr. Paul G. Steinbecker, 
heading the intelligence section, 
advanced the theory that the 
bombing of a city so near the 
center of the United States might 
be undertaken for psychological 
reasons, as a blow to American 
morale.

REVISES DRAFT 
DEFERMENT GUIDE 


Reduced List Includes 25 
Broad Types of Activ- 
ity — Not All Jobs Ex- 
empt. — 


WASHINGTON, April 7:(AP)— 
The Department of Commerce to- 
day issued a revised and cut-down 
list’ of “essential activities” to 
serve as a guide for deferment 
of military service. | 

Twenty-five broad types of ac- 
tivity were listed, ranging from 
“production and maintenance of 
aircraft and parts” to “educa- 
tional and research services.” 


An earlier list issued last Aug. 
3 covered 72 activities. There 
were some objections that the 
original list was too broad to be 
useful for the purpose: to guide, 
but not bind, Selective Service in 
determining draft deferments and 
the Defense Department on call- 
ing reservists to active duty. 
Left Out of New List. 


Left out of the new list were 
such activities as printing and 
publishing (newspaper included), 
government activities, wholesale 
and retail trade, banking, real 
estate, tobacco products, the tex- 
pare and motion picture indus- 

ies. 


Secretary of Commerce Sawyer 
gave left-out industries some con- 
solation by saying t he list “is 
not designed for use in connec- 
tion with priorities, materials al- 
locations, rationing preference, or 
other similar purposes.” _ 

“The sole purpose is to serve 
as a guide in obtaining manpower 
for the armed forces,” he said. 

Not all jobs in even the listed 
activities are considered to carry 
a draft-exemption preferment, 
much, less a guarantee. The De- 
partment of Labor is preparing 
for issue soon a supplementary 
list of “critical occupations” with- 
in the “essential activities.” 

Revised Conditions. 

_ Sawyer said that the Commerce 
Department’s revised - list in- 
cluded only those fields which 
had been determined to be: 

“1. Essential to the defense 
program or to the minimum ci- 
vilian health, safety or interest. 

“2. Inadequate to meet de- 
fense and minimum civilian re- 
quirements, or for which a se- 
riously short supply is indi- 
cated. 

3. The current’ level of em- 

ployment in the activity must 
be maintained or increased.” 

Other officials said that if the 
defense emergency became more 
acute, the new list would be 
broadened because it would be 
necessary to give other activities 
protection against sudden loss of 
workers.

man’s own policy of keeping the 
war in the Korean ula un- 
der tight limitation if possible. 

The controversy over MacAr- 
thur flared in and out of Congress 
against the background of an ex- 
pected new Chinese Red offen- 
sive and the possibility—only 
hinted .at—that the Russians 
might take a direct hand in the 
conflict, 

On one side, ‘there were de- 
mands to “take the wraps off” 
MacArthur and give him more 
power to carry the war to the 
Chinese Communists. On the 
other, there was a charge that the 
General has become too big for 
his boots and may soon become 
a liability. 

Kerr Assails General. 

. Most legislators who spoke out 

today were on MacArthur’s side. 
However, Senator Kerr (Dem.), 
Oklahoma, lit into “MacArthur 
the magnificent, ” as he called the 
General, and charged in a blister-. 
ing statement that “his one-man 
act is wearing the patience of the 
rest of the team mighty thin.” 

“The time may be nearer than 
we think,” Kerr said, “when the 
over-all cost of keeping Mac- 
Arthur as the theater commander 
will be greater than the value of 
his ‘position’ with the Asiatics,” 
Kerr said, “Sometimes I fear that 
parts of what MacArthur is doing 
could get us deeper into war in- 
stead of ge tonne oy ending the 
one we are already in 

From Tokyo, MacArthur addéd 
fuel to the flames by saying the 
release of 120,000 South Korean 
troops from the United Nations 
force involved “political decisions 
beyond my authority.” His state- 
ment about the demobilized troops 
was made in a cablegram to the 
magazine Freeman.

ROMULO SAYS NEW

LAKE SUCCESS, April.7 (AP) 
—Carlos P. Romulo; Foreign Af- 
fairs Secretary of the_ Philippine 
Republic, said today it may be 
necessary to call new United Na-

110 RUSSIAN SHIPS 
‘BELIEVED. ON WAY 
- TO VLADIVOSTOK 


FOLKESTONE, England, April 
7 (AP)—Ten Russian fishing ships 
sailed through the English Chan- 
nel today. They, are believed to 
be en route to Viadivostok, Si- 


beria, just north of Korea. 

The naval correspondent of the 
London Daily Herald said the 
ships may be manned by Russian 
submarine officers. Giving no 
source for his information, he 
said Russian admirals have or- 
dered “long-range sea experience 
for submarine officers.” Soviet 
submariners, “95 per cent of them 
officérs,” are being put on long- 
range merchant.and fishing ships 
for special training, he added. 

Nine Russian trawlers, about 
80 tons each and similar to those 
seen today, passed through the 
Kiel Canal into the North Sea 
yesterday and gave their destina- 
tion as Vladivostok. 

About this time last year a 
Russian fishing fleet sailed into 
the middle of British naval ma- 
neuvers off the British coast. The 
next British exercises in British 
coastal waters are scheduled to 
start April 24.

F a powerful bloc in the United Nations 


has its way, American periodicals no 

longer will be permitted to publish pic- 
tures of Mohammed, a book such as Kather- 
ine Mayo’s “Mother India” will not be pub- 
lished, mention of King Farouk’s love life 
will become verboten. In short, anything 
which any government considers likely to 
“injure the feelings of nationals of a state” 
will be denied access to, print. 

I am not seeing things under the bed. Of 
ficial spokesmen for a bloc of nations repre- 
senting nearly one-quarter of the United 
Nations membership cited those “abuses” as 
praciices they would like outlawed. 

Their views are on record in the proposals 
for a Convention on Freedom of Information 
being drafted at Lake Success by direction 
of the United Nations Assembly. 

These representatives from countries in the 
Middle East and Asia claim to voice the re- 
sentments of “1,200,000,000 people who think 
like us,” resentments against American media 
of information that they claim “violate our 
religious or national sensibilities or offend 
our national prestige and dignity.” 

Aiding the efforts of these Asian repre- 
sentatives are the Cominform spokesmen, 
who trot out false statements about the mo- 
nopolization of information in the United 
States, hoping thereby to win support from 
other members for the shackling of American 
and British publications. 

These who publish periodicals and books 
in the United States and Great Britain, say 
Communist members of the U.N., abuse their 
freedom to “slander other nations and foster 
bad relations between peoples and govern- 
ments.” They maintain that. American free- 
dom of the press gives rise to “profit-seeking 
war-mongers, Fascists and Nazis, promoters 

of racial and religious hatred.” They hope 
to persuade us that our peace and security 
are menaced by this free press, that “the 
world would be better off with the sort o 
controls operative in Russia. _ . : 

When you combine the Middle Eastern, 
Asian, and Communist nations you have a 
formidable number of votes working toward 
the common end of committing the U.N. to 
drastic restrictions on the flow of information 
between and within nations. But even this 
formidable array would not be able te domi- 
nate the freedom of information issue with- 
out some help. That help, unfortunately, is 
readily offered — by many Latin American 
members of the United Nations. With their 
aid the restrictionists tend to dominate every 
consideration of freedom of information at 
Lake Success. 

I do not mean to imply that Latin Ameri- 
can representatives vote for press restrictions 
en bloc. Uruguay, Chile, Ecuador, Cuba, and 
one or two other members share our concepts 
on the freedom of information issue. But the 
majority of Latin American nations usually 
line up with the restrictionists. Some feel 
that their revolutions are falsely exaggerated 
in the American press. Some dislike the way 
we have reported their financial difficulties, 
believing that their prospects of obtaining

Both houses of Congress responded by un- 
animously resolving on Sept. 21, 1944, that 
“the worldwide right of interchange of news 
by news-gathering and distributing agencies, 
whether individual or associate, by any 
means, without discrimination as to sources, 
distribution, rates, or charges, should be 
protected by international compact.” 

In deference to this demand by the Amer- 
ican press and Congress the State Depart- 
ment has endeavored ever since to obtain 
such itnernational compacts. It succeeded 
in having an admirable provision on freedom 
of the press and the free interchange of in- 
formation written into the treaty of friend- 
ship, commerce, and navigation signed by 
the United States and Italy in 1948. 

With the help of an able delegation: of 
American newspaper men which it sent to 
Geneva in the spring of 1948 for the United 
Nations Conference on Freedom of Informa- 
tion it was instrumental in having many ad- 
mirable principles written into a draft con- 
vention on gathering and international trans- 
mission of news. 

The Geneva conference met in the wake 
of the Communist coup in Czechoslovakia. 
No subsequent international negotiations or 
discussions have evinced such strong support 
for free principles and practices as found in 
the Geneva draft on newsgathering. 

Since then those who fear or loathe free- 
dom have been doing their utmost to impose 
limitations upon the freedoms favored at

Reccemmendations for Action 
Approved by Executive Board. 


The recommendations have been approved 
by the CIO executive board, at least to the 
extent’ that it agreed to put them into effect 
as it becomes possible to do so, but the boara, 
preoccupied for the moment with domestic 
problems relating to our own mobilization 
and stabilization program, has not given full 
consideration to the extent.to which it may 
’be possible to carry them out.and the report 
has not been officially released. 

It is possible to state in general terms, 
however, that the recommendations are all 
within the frameWork of the general prin- 
ciples guiding both the CIO and the new 
International Confederation of. Free Trade 
Unions, formed after Communists had seized 
control of the World Federation of Trade 
Unions. 

These principles are that economic de- 
mocracy must accompany political democ- 
racy; that the battle for men’s minds can 
be won only if they are free from political 
tyranny of both the left and the right, and 
free also from exploitation by concentrated 
economic power. 

On that premise, and as a result of its 
European visit, the CIO delegation has pro- 
posed that the CIO station representatives in 
France, Italy, Germany and Austria, in addi- 
tion to the general European representative 
in Paris. 

These men—and the CIO is already search- 
ing its ranks for those available and quali- 
fied—would work with the free unions of 
Western Europe, concentrating on economic 
gains for the workers rather than on po- 
litical issues which, in France and Italy par- 
ticularly. have engaged a major share of the 
attention of the top labor leadership there. 


They would encourage labor unions there 
to demand social legislation, such as public 
housing, from their own governments, and

He thought that fewer than 10 per cent 
of the workers of France and Italy were dues- 
paying members of unions, including the 
Communist unions. In Western Germany, he 
was surprised to find the labor movement 
stronger than it was in the days before 
Hitler and he had all but unbounded admira- 
tion for the tenacity and spirit of union 
members in Austria, even in the Russian- 
occupied zone. 

The difficulties of labor unions in France 
and Italy he attributed both to low living 
standards and to indifference of the workers 
resulting from Communist seizure of control 
of the labor movements in those countries,

As a steelworker, De Lasalle was particu- 
larly interested—and shocked—by the condi- 
tions he found in the Ruhr Valley. 

“Many of the steelworkers and coal miners 
there are living in old prisoner of war camps 
because there is no other housing for them,” 
he said. “Some of them have not seen their 
families since the occupation—they can’t af- 
ford to visit them. A German steelworker 
earns the equivalent of $50 to $60 a month, 
and a suit of clothes, for instance, would 
cost him a month’s wages. 

“f remember one place I visited in the 
Ruhr, there were 26 men housed in a room 
about 20 feet square. They slept on straw 
mattresses. Clean laundry was available to 
them every three weeks, and can you imagine 


what a sheet looks like after a steelworker | 


or coal miner has been sleeping on it three 
weeks? 

“In Italy I recall visiting a Fiat automobile 
plant that employed 28,000 workers. On the 
parking lot I feund not one automobile— 
only bicycles. 

“These 28,000 workers put out 350 cars a 
day. Here at the Ford Rouge plant 70,000 
workers put out 5000 cars a day. I figured 
roughly that here about twice the number 
of workers put out six times as many Cars. 
In large measure, that is due to the cartel 
system for controlling output and markets 
you find in Europe, and that has a great 
deal to do with the low living standards of 
workers there. 


“The average Italian automobile worker 
makes the equivalent of $40 to $50 a month 
in American money. The reason there were 
no cars on that parking lot is that if a 
worker in the Fiat plant wanted to buy the 
cheapest model produced there, the cost 
would be all of his wages for two and a 
half years.” 


Talked to 500 Union Members

They returned convinced more than ever 
that the free labor movement in Western

with the publication of a complicated new 
Yugoslav creed on the “withering away” of 
the Red state. : 
The “withering away” refers back to classic 
Marxist-Leninist doctrine that, once the gov- 


| ernment of the proletariat is firmly estab-, 
lished, the power of the state will become 


unnecessary and begin to disappear, and the 
government will be like one big happy fac- 
tory. 

Little could seem more removed from 
reality than the tortuous dialectica} language 
used by the Belgrade theoreticians in argu- 
ing this far-fetched question, yet it is with 
this lingo and these rarefied arguments that 
Marshal Tito has been able to reach into 
Stalinist cells in many other countries and 
become an important element in the current 
weakening of Moscow's fifth column in the 
West. 

The latest ideological torpedo launched at 
the Soviet Politburo by the Belgrade heretics 
was in the form of an article in the authori- 
tative Yugoslav party periodical, Communist, 
entitled, “Distortion of Marxism in the Study 
of the State.” 

Stripped of its ‘most vitriolic epithets— 
“Fascists worse than Hitler,” ete. —its main 
points are as follows: , 

The Soviet “distortion” on the “withering 
away” question was to a considerable degree 
“the starting point and the asis” of Stalin's 
betrayal of Marx and Lenin, ultimately play- 
ing a large role in the development of the 
present inhuman aggressive Soviet Govern- 
ment. * 

The Yugoslavs trace this initial “distor- 
tion” to Stalin’s report in 1933 en the. a 
ofthe first five-year plan. They quote Stalin 
ds Having said at that times | 

“Some comrades have understood the the- 
ory... of the withering away of the state 
as justification for laziness, justification for 
the counter-revolutionary theory of ... 
weakening away of the state authority. Such 
people cannot have anything to do with our: 
party. They are traitors to the people... .. 
Withering away of the state will not come 
through weakening of the state authorities 
but through . its maximum _ strengthening 
whith is necessary to defeat to the end the 
remnants of the dying classes and to organ- 
ize defense against capitalist encirclement.” 

The Yugoslavs charge that Stalin’s 1933 
statement was a substitution of “sophistry 
for dialectics” and a “de facto capitulation” 
to the spreading Russian Communist state 
apparatus which “began developing and has 
surpassed with the monstrosity of its bu- 
reaucracy everything history has seen until 
riow.” 

It should be noted the Titoists do not dis- 
pute Stalin’s declaration that the Red state 
cannot disappear’ completely as long as a 
danger of capitalist attack exists nor do they 
argue with this thesis that the army and in- 
telligence seryices may be strengthened. 
Instead, their cownter-argument is based 
on their contention that the army and intel- 
ligence services, for example, are “individ- 
ual” organs of the state which can be main- 
tained and even increased without’ preventing 
the withering away process from being 
launched in other fields of state ‘activity. 

“It is obvious to every real Marxist that

Fur Coats and Plush Jobs - 


There was the petty scandal of the fur coat 
which a lawyer seeking an RFC loan gave to a 
White House stenographer whose husband is 
accused of peddling influence with the RFC. 

There were the vast sums involved in RFC 
loans which members of the influence clique 
were said to have swung, using their RFC in- 
fluence to obtain plush jobs in the debtor com- 
panies and in one instance, the Lustron Corp., 
to try to take over control of the company. 

Most repugnant of all the disclosures were 
those concerning the Internal Revenue Bureau. 
In California employes of the bureau in highly 
responsible posts were found to be in cahoots 
with gamblers, abortionists, white slavers and 
bunco men—selling immunity from prosecution 
for failure to pay their full income taxes. More 
recently charges have been made in St. Louis 
that business men have been helped to evade 
income taxes by lawyers here who are influential 
with the Democratic party nationally—and with 
collaboration from within the bureau. 

Easy virtue in federal office is not a phenom- 
enon that has sprung up overnight. It has come 
about gradually and steadily. in the executive 
branch it has been favored by the cronyism with 
which Mr. Truman has allowed his Administra- 
tion, from its very first days, to be affected. 

Donald Dawson, the President’s personnel ad- 
viser, who has been named as one of the RFC 
influence clique, is not the first man with entree 
to the White House inner circle who has been 
charged with making improper use of. his fa- 
vored position for personal gain. 


Those Who Began It 


At the very outset of the Truman Administra- 
tion there was Edwin W. Pauley, whom then 
Secretary Ickes accused of making him “the 
rawest proposition ever”’—to raise $300,000 in 
campaign funds from California oil men if tide- 
lands oil were turned over to the states. 

Later, when a special assistant to the Secre- 
tary of the Army, Pauley was revealed to have 
speculated and profiteered in foods although 
his official position gave him access to confi- 
dential information regarding the markets and 
although the President was even then denoun- 
cing speculation in foodstuffs. 


There was John Maragon, “lovable” John, the 
former Kansas City bootblack with an entree 
to the White House. Maj. Gen. Harry Vaughan, 
the President’s egregious military aide, of whom 
never let it be said that he failed to do a 
favor for a friend, did many favors for this 
hanger-on. 

Maragon was the man who got free deep 
freezes for seven White House people. He did 
so well for himself that he refused to testify 
about his bank deposits on the grounds that 
it might incriminate him. He was convicted of 
perjury and has lost an appeal by which he 
hoped to avoid going to prison for eight to 20 
months. 

Now both Maragon and Vaughan are men- 
tioned in connection with the activities of a 
mysterious Briton, George Dawson, who is re- 
puted to have made a fortune buying and resell- 
ing United States war surplus. 

Nor are the present disclosures the first that 
intimated, and more than intimated, that all 
was not well in the RFC, Four years ago a 
Senate subcommittee investigating RFC learned 
that RFC’s counsel, assistant general counsel 
and chief railroad counsel took part in lending 
$80,000,000 to the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
and then turned around and took jobs with the 
B.&O. at salaries two to three and a half times 
as large as they had been receiving. 


In the Maritime Commission, a $100,000 


tanker deal is disclosed to have nétted indi- 
yiduals a profit of $2,800,000. Investigators have 
been told that the commission helped a ship-

J. Parnell Thomas of New Jersey, a Republican. 


May, who was chairman of the House Military 
Affairs ttee, was found guilty of having 
accepted more than $50,000 in bribes to enter 
into a conspiracy to defraud the Government, 
and was sentenced to eight months to two years. 

Thomas, who had been chairman of the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities, was 
found guilty of cheating the Government by 
padding his office payroll. He was sentenced to 
six to 18 months in prison. 

During same period still other scandals 
reflected discredit on Congress. 

Representative Eugene Cox of Georgia, a Dem- 
ocrat, took a $2500 check from Radio Station 
WALB of Albany, Ga., for services before the 
FCC. When the FCC exposed him, he obtained 
chairmanship of a select committee investigating 
the FCC and in that capacity was wreaking his 
personal revenge on that agency when public 
revulsion forced him to resign the chairmanship. 

Senator Elmer Thomas of Oklahoma, Demo- 
crat, a member of a committee investigating 
commodity speculation, was forced to admit 
speculating in commodities himself, and had 
avoided earlier exposure by trading in another’s 
name. 


Dubious Roads to Office 


More recently, Senator McCarthy of Wiscon- 
sin, a Republican, accepted $10,000 from the 
Lustron Corp. for writing a housing pamphlet 
which was in fact prepared for him by the 
Federal Housing and Home Finance Agency. 

Willis Smith, Democrat, a former president 
of the American Bar Association, came to the 
Senate from North Carolina by means of some 
tactics that should have been beneath him. One 
of these was a Smith advertisement asking 
“Didn't anyone ever tell Frank Graham about 
Communism?” and bearing photographs of Earl 
Browder and Paul Robeson. 

John Marshall Butler, Republican, defeated 
Millard Tydings for a Senate seat in Maryland 
with the aid of an infamous faked photograph 
purporting to show Tydings and Browder with 
their heads together. 

Still other members of the Senate were—or 
should have been—embarrassed by the Fulbright 
Committee’s disclosures of attempts to influence 
the RFC, including Mr. Fulbright, Senator Doug- 
Jas of Illinois, and Senator Murray of Montana, 
all three Democrats. Murray’s son received $21,- 
000 for his services in obtaining three loans, one 
of which his Senator-father urged upon the RFC. 


The most dangerous aspect of the whole mat- 
ter, it seems to us, is that the complacency 
which is the prevailing mood at Washington 
invites still more and still worse exploitation 
of public office. 


The President’s Role 


Without minimizing the culpability of others, 
we think it is fair to say that the Chief Execu- 
tive, pre-eminently, sets the moral tone of the 
nation’s capital. 

It would be unfair to blame Mr. Truman for 
misdeeds that preceded his term in office or 
occurred in other branches of the Government. 

It is not unfair to hold him responsible for 
failure to punish with prompt exposure and 
dismissal, members of his official family who 
are guilty of improprieties, even though their 
improprieties are not illegal. 

If he had done so, the malpractices that were 
already existent when he took office would 
have been discouraged, instead of having been 
given a relatively safe and favorable field in 
which to grow. : 

Similarly, it would be unfair to hold the Pres- 
ident culpable for the misdoings of members 
of Congress. But it is not too much to expect the 
President to set a standard of conduct for his 
official family which would make misconduct 
in the legislative branch all the more shameful 
by contrast. 

_It is time for President Truman to rise above 
his liking for cheerful but too often sélf-seeking 
mediocrities. It is time for him to rise above 
his persistent and misguided defense of them 
long after they have ceased to be defensible. 
It is time for him to set the example of recti- 
tude at Washington. 

For if he does not, who will—or can?

Since there are no great apes in Amer- 
ica, and -no traces of primitive types of 
men, it is generally accepted that man 
did not originate in this hemisphere but 
arrived as an immigrant from some other 
part of the -world. 


Various scholars proposed that the 
American Indians were descendants of the 
lost tribes of Israel, of the Carthaginians, 
of the Phoenicians or of other ancient 
peoples of the Old World. Today most 
investigators agree that the American ab- 
originés must have 
originated in Asia, 
for they were mark- 
edly similar to some 
of the Eastern Asiat- 
ics in certain phys- 
ical and _ cultural 
characteristics. 

There is now good 
evidence that Amer- 
ica was first popu- 
lated by wandering 
groups of Asiatic 
hunters who arrived 
by way of Alaska. 

So far, archeolo- 
gists have found re- 
markably little ree- 
ord of these early Americans, or Paleo- 
Indians. We have no bones to tell us 
what they were like physically, and very 
few relics that throw light on their 
culture. 

All we have are a few tools 4nd other 
remains that suggest what they ate and 
where they found shelter. But the grow- 
ing accumulations of such finds are begin- 
ning to outline at least the pattern of life 
and the migrations of those early pioneers 
who settled North America.

We know virtually nothing about the 
social customs or beliefs of the Paleo-In- 
dians, and very little about their material 
culture beyond their tools and weapons. 
We do not even know what they wore as 
clothing, though sandals found in Oregon 
show that they did not go barefoot. 


As hunters they probably made gar- 
ments, moccasins and even tents of animal 
skins; bone needles and awls have been 
found among their tools, and stone knives, 
scrapers and rubbing stones that could 
have served for dressing hides are fairly 
abundant. 

There is no evidence of any form of 
Paleo-Indian art. The early Americans 
did have some appreciation of “the finer 
things of life,” however, as evidenced 
by stone and bone beads and pendants 
with which they apparently bedecked 
themselves.

ARRY T. MOORE’S book 
H- D. H. Lawrence attempts 

to be definitive. It has a 
fuller treatment of Lawrence's 
early years than any heretofore 
available, and it discusses and 
evaluates the poetry and fiction. 
Hence it is convenient, and 
even, at this stage, an indis- 
pensable volume. 

But to this reader it falls far 
short of high standards for de- 
finitive, critical biography — 
those set, for example, by the 
late Newman I. White’s “Shel- 
ley.” Mr. Moore has the same 
fascination with his subject, 


and he has collected a great 
deal of information. But he 
has not been able to marshal 
his forees with anything like 
the same skill, As a result, the 
book appears at times almost 
planiess. The explanation of 
Lawrence’s ideas does not 
strike sufficiently deep roots in 
the intellectual soil of the nine- 
teenth and early twentieth cen- 
turies. And the critical pas- 
sages do not excite confidence. 
Mr. Moore simply does not 
write well. His narrative pas- 
sages are frequently trite, and 
his critical prose is often clot- 
ted and pretentious.

SETTLEMENT worker and a 
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‘{& were responsible for a St. Louis’civic betterment program: that 

has become an annual event, served aS an object lesson to a 
generation of school children, and has been adopted by 8000 com- 
munities. The program is “Clean-Up Week,” the city-wide scrubbing 
and sprucing which happens in St. Louis every spring, and has, for 


many years, been a nation-wide event as well. The idea 
proposed back in 1913 by a man named Allen

the families lived in dirt, filth, 


diate attractiveness in every di- 
rection.” Henry W. Kiel, who 
had just become mayor, liked the 
idea. A committee consisting of 
Norris B. Gregg, E. H. Dyer, Mrs. 
Philip N. Moore, and Frank V. 
Hammar was appointed, and the 
first Clean-Up week began offi- 
cially on June 2, 1913. 

Each day of the week was 
designated for a purpose. Mon- 
day was Fire Prevention Day, 
Tuesday Front Yard Day, Wednes- 
day Back Yard Day, Thurs- 
day Paint Day, Friday Fly and 
Dandelion Day, and Saturday 
Children’s Day—not the day to 
clean up children but the day 
Boy Scouts and school children 
were to clean vacant lots and 
transform them into playgrounds. 


The Post-Dispatch ran an edi- 
torial urging citizens to “Make 
St. Louis a Spotless Town,” and 
a cartoonist suggested that St. 
Louisans might need smoked 
glasses to recognize the city when 
the event was over. And thas 
Clean-Up Week was established. 

In 1914, two Clean-Up Weeks 
were held, one in May and one 
in October. Junk harvested in- 
cluded 47 old bedsprings, 100 
washboilers, dilapidated stoves, 
stovepipes, and baby buggies. 
One family happened to select 
that day as moving day and nar- 
rowly escaped having all their 
barrels of belongings picked up 
from the sidewalk by a clean-up 
crew. es. 

In 1916, all records were 
broken with 1062 wagonloads of 
dirt and rubbish picked up. In 
1917, St. Louis presented a 
“bright and morning face to wel- 
come the Associated Advertising 
Clubs of the World convention.” 
In 1918, the campaign was post- 
poned from May 6 to May 20 
because of a “belated spring,” a 
condition which is, apparently, no 
new thing this year. 

Somehow, with the advent of 
World War I and more important 
international matters, the first 
fine fervor for Clean-Up Week 
was lost and the event was car- 
ried on only spasmodically and 
with little real interest, after the 
war. Other _cities took up the 
clean-up idea and a national bu- 
reau for promoting the event was 
set up in Washington. St. Louis, 
however, had become an exceed- 
ingly dirty city by the. time the 


construction and before 
the day was over, had lined up 
four quarries, two in North St.

That first revival year of the 
Clean-up Campaign was still de- 
pression time and the slogan of 
the campaign was, “Hire An Idle 
Man.” Subsequent campaigns 
have been equally geared to the 
times. During war years, for ex- 
ample, victory gardens were 
promoted. 

“We had the co-operation of the 
Police Department and Fire De- 
partment as well as the schools 
on that,” says Lawrence. “I re- 
member one _ school, Gratiot 
School, had a huge garden with 
every room in the school assigned 
to take care of certain rows. 
Even the policemen and firemen 
in — district helped spade the 

und.” 

Along with the annual parade 
and the timely angles, Clean-Up 


Weeks in St. Louis have other 
traditions to maintain. Poster 
contests have been a vital part 
of the campaign since 1932, and 
each year some member of a high 
school art class sees his or her 
week on the cover of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce’s Clean-up 
Week issue of their magazine. 
Bands and costumed -marchers 
take part in the parades with 
schools taking turns at sending 
representatives. 2 


“The cost of bringing the stu- 
dents downtown in Public Service 
Co. transportation in 1982 was 
$245,” says Lawrence. “Last year, 
one-fourth as many students ‘cost 
us $900. So we are forced to 
rotate. We have representatives 
from 20 elementary schools each 
year which means every school 
in town participants once every 
three years. The high schools are 
permitted to send 100 students 
and their bands. In addition to 


the downtown phase, we encour- 
age neighborhood parades and 
there are 40 or 50 of these in 
every campaign.” 

In the early days, parades be- 
gan at 9 a.m., but Mayor William 
Dee. Becker maintained that the 
kids went to too much trouble 
not to be seen by .a larger number 
of people, and changed the parade 
permit time to twelve noon. 

“They say ours is the only pa- 
rade in the history of the city 
that ever runs on time,” Lawrence 
Says proudly. “When the bells 
ring at Christ ‘Church Cathedral 
at 12 o'clock, we're moving.”

NOTHER parade tradition has 

been the part played by’ J. S. 

Nantz, of the Board of Educa- 
tion, who acted as paradé marshal. 
For many years,’ Pevely Dairy fur- 
nished two white horses, one for 
Nantz to ride, the other for the 
horses’ trainer; who was dressed 
as St. Louis. Since Nantz is re- 
tiring, his place will be taken 
this year by J. Ernest Kuehner. 


Each year, a national competi- 
tion is held to judge which city 
has done the best job in its Clean- 
Up Work, and St. Louis has won 
its share of honors. Of the first 
16 national campaigns, St. Louis 
won 14 first prizes. Some of these 
are represented on Lawrence’s 
trophy shelf only by photographs, 
as they were donated to the war- 
time scrap metal drive. In recent 
years, St. Louis has received cer- 
tificates of merit but no “firsts.” 
For one thing, other cities have 
gone in for the project in a more 
elaborate fashion. Philadelphia, 
for example, spends approximate- 
ly $75,000 on its Clean-Up cam- 
paign. St. Louis has no munici- 
pal appropriations, only a fund 


collected from merchants and not 
exceeding $2500. Many other 
cities have salaried staffs to han- 
dle details. St. Louis’s only sal- 
aried person is one typist. Law- 
rence and Joseph P. Soraghan of 
the Chamber of Commerce are 
lent to the campaign. 

While its annual traditions are 
maintained, the scope of Clean- 
Up Week has been greatly en- 
larged. 

“For example, in 1932, we were 
proud of the fact that 516,887 sep- 
arate jobs were accomplished,” 
says Lawrence.' “In the last cam- 
paign over two million were han- 
dled.” 

This year’s Clean-Up Parade 
will be held on Monday, April 16. 
The campaign will be geared to 
national defense, students Will be 


organized on.a basis of block re- 


sponsibility for cleaning up the 
entire city, and 3 stu- 
dents will march fn the parade. 


The greatest advance that is 


now in the making in Clean-Up ,, 


endeavor is a proposed plan and 
a hearty hope that the program 
can be extended for longer than 
the traditional “week.” Last year 
in order -to give the program a 
year-round aspect, a fall pro- 
gram was held at which a back- 
log of trophies, which had been 
held up during war yéars when 
there was a shortage of metal, 
were distributed. This year, no 
definite closing date has been set 
for the Clean-Up campaign and 
its promoters are hoping optimis- 
tically that there is no closing 
date on clean-up effort. 

“Our eventual aim_is to make 
this, not a spasmodic thing,” says 
Lawrence, “but a year-round ef- 
fort to keep our town clean.”

S an agent for the United 

States Secret Service. I was 

known for three widely dis- 
similar talents. 

I was a “roper.” I was a “tail- 
er.” I was an expert in the use 
of the Polygraph, sometimes 
known as the “Lie Detector.” 

I want to tell you of my strang- 
est job as a “roper.” A “roper” 
is an agent who gains the confi- 
dence of criminals. He becomes 
one of the gang. Then, at zero 
hour, he delivers them into the 
hands of other Secreg Service 
men. It’s dangerous work. Some- 
times it’s fatal. But I was lucky. 

In the “roping” adventure I’m 
about to relate, I was not sus- 
pected of being anybody else than 
a notorious “Detroit murderer” 
until I appeared in court as a 
Government witness against the 
criminals I’d helped to round up. 

A few years ago reports began 
coming into the Secret. Service 
that quantities of counterfeit bills 
were being passed through the 
East. When counterfeit money 
makes an appearance, chances are 
the plant where it was printed has 
already been moved or _ dis- 
mantled. The agents round up 
the wholesalers and the passers. 
Not always do they catch the 
manufacturers at the same time. 

We were anxious to catch the 
wholesalers, the fellows who sold 
the phony money to the passers 
in order to dry up the flow of 
“wrong” money. Fortunately, we 
had an old “passer” in prison at 
the time. He was about ready for 
parole. He agreed to introduce 
one of our agents to a member of 
the ring wholesaling the money. 
I was selected to be that agent. 

I ceased to be Frank Seckler. 
I took the role of a “murderer on 
the lam” and I had the papers to 
“prove” my criminal ,record. I 
was provided with a phony parole 
from a penitentiary, and some 
newspaper clippings telling about 
my “crimes.” One particular 
clipping described an unsolved 
murder in Detroit. I posed as the 
murderer. 

My parolee, as soon as he was 
“outside,” began looking around 
New York City for a source of 
counterfeit money. It didn’t take 
him long to get a lead. In less 
than a week he introduced me to 
aman who called himself “Butch,” 
contact man for the monéy ring. 
“Butch” was suspicious of me and 
wary. 

In the back room of a saloon, 
“Butch” read my parole papers 
and newspaper clippings. He was 
convinced I was in despérate need 
of quick money and that I would 
pass counterfeit to get it. He, 
agreed to introduce me to the 
men at the top of the supply ring.

let him catch your eye. If he 
does, your value as a “tail” is 
ended. He'll recognize you next 
time he sees you. 

Automobile tailing is difficult. 
It has tricks we never divulge. 
Suspects, who think they may be 
tailed, always circle a block two 
or three times in a véhicle. They 
leave a look-out behind. If he 
sees a tail-car following, he signals 
his pals next time around, Then 
they make a bolt for it. 

One of the greatest tailing jobs 
on record, both person-to-person 
and by automobile, was part of 
the famous High Falls case. Be- 
fore that case was closed, we had 
watched in operation the most 


complete counterfeiting plant ever 
found in the United States, had 
raided. it, and had taken into 
custody prisoners, and supplies 
enough to print more than $1,000,- 
000 in counterfeit bills in small 
denominations. 


The High Falls case was a 
strange one from the beginning. 
Before it was closed, I had spent 
days and nights in the field, 
drenched to the skin, and had nar- 
rowly a tar apy 


coming into Secret Service head- 

quarters. (We found out later it 
came from a disgruntled member 
of the gang.) We were told that 
by following a green sedan that 
often stopped outside a rooming 
House on Lexington avenue at 
Twenty-fifth street, New York, we 
could get a lead on a newly 
opened counterfeiting plant. 

Now, that was a red-hot tip, the 
kind you don’t get every day. So 
other agents and I set up a “stake- 
out,” or watching post, in a va- 
cant store across the street from 
the rooming house. We kept a 
watch day and night for two 
weeks. Finally, one afternoon in 
duly, a green sedan pulled up 
outside. It was the one we wanted. 

Two men got out and went into 
the Lexington avenue house. An 
hour later, they came out with a 
heavy bundle, entered the auto- 
mobile and drove uptown. We 
followed in a car we kept for 
such an emergency. The suspects 
went to East 119th street, to a 
paper company. 

There they were met by a man 
we recognized at once. He was 
Joe Dandanno, an old counter- 
feiter. He helped them stow more 
bundles into the car.

Loans, Grants Proposed, 


So the board proposes a system 
of loans and grants over the next 
four to five years that would get 
new production going. It thinks 
if two billion dollars were spent 
on production machimery in the 
next few years the flow of critical 
materials to the United States and 
Europe could be increased by one 
billion dollars a year. 

The Rockefeller board would 
like to see two types of co-opera- 
tion to meet the vast problems. 
It would like to see the other 
countries in the United Nations 
chip in with the United States to 
help the backward nations. And 
it recommends that all programs 
go forward with the co-operation 
of the local governments and 
where possible with the invest- 
ment of local funds. 

It thinks a drive “to break the 
back of famine and hunger” is 
basic. This could be done in many 
areas, it says, without expensi 
projects, 

This Rockefeller report is just 
one of the programs being con- 
sidered for United Stetes work in 
the underdeveloped nations, but 
it was praised by President Tru- 
man as @ “great help” in drafting 
recommendations he will send to 
Congress shortly.

more documents in the hands of 
the committee—but only theo- 
retically.

All these “secret” documents re- 
main the property of the crime 
committee, and when the com- 
mittee goes out of business, will 
be turned over, along with the 
rest of the committee's files, to 
the secretary of the Senate. 

But the contents of the “se- 
cret” documents have been known 
to so many persons in the past 
months that their secrecy has be- 
come a fiction. 

Technical Violation Likely. 

The Internal Revenue Bureau is 
glumly aware of the probability 
that its “secret” files will from 

‘time to time appear in print, in 
technical violation of the law. 

“Somebody could be slapped on 
the wrist for it,” one bureau offi- 
cial admitted. 

The bureau turned over the 
“secrets” under an executive or- 
der of the President, who gave 
the Kefauver committee the rare- 
ly invoked power to look at in- 
come tax returns. 

This order, incidentally, was 
the real source of the Kefauver 
committee’s tremendous power. 

Become Literary Figures. 
Committee officials are now in 
the literary market as specialists 
on crime. Their writings will un- 
doubtedly be scrutinized carefully 
for facts that were not made pub- 
lic during the life of the commit- 
tee. But these officials are ex- 
pected to lean over backward to 
escape criticism on this score. 
Senator Kefauver will paste 
a book in July. Several chapters 
from this book are appearing in a 
national magazine. 
Sidney Shallet, a former New 
York newspaper man, has beeh 
working on this project for Kefau- 
ver for three months or more. 

Alfred M. Klein, associate com- 
mittee counsel, who doubled as 
information officer for. the com- 
mittee, is also planning some 
magazine work based on his com- 
mittee experiences.

than it did that day to a 17-year-old 
lad named Harry Doehia. 

There he lay, in bed. What’s more, he 
was going to stay there indefinitely. For 
the doctors had just told him the bitter- 
est truth that any youngster ever heard: 
“You'll never walk again.” 

Harry, like thousands of other young 
Americans every year, had been stricken 
with rheumatic fever. Shattered were 
dreams of college. Shattered, too, were 
hopes of an active, well-paying job. 

To pay medical. fees, Harry’s mother 
joined his father at work in. a textile 
mill. At home alone, Harry brooded. To 
earn money, he tried to paint Christmas 
cards..Result: endless hours of holding 


a brush crippled his right hand. The © 


outlook seemed desperate. 
Then one day a friend brought Harry 


‘an inspirational booklet. In it he found 


a motto he’s never forgotten: “Self-pity 
never accomplishes anything.” 


Time for Action 


Right then, Harry Doehla decided that 
it was time for him to do something— 
something to get his mind off himself, 
something to help his parents. 

His idea again involved greeting 
cards—but not painting them. This time, 
he’d sell them. by mail. His devoted par- 
ents mortgaged their house to pay for 
the first consignment of 12,000. 

He worried about that mountain of 
boxes—at first. But soon he had to have 
help in wrapping and mailing. That first 
year, Harry sold 19,000 boxes. The busi- 
ness snowballed; Harry built plants. 
Today, Harry Doehla’s mail order 
greeting card company does a coast- 
to-coast business. Along with finan- 
cial success, Harry Doehla, now 50, has 
grasped a second vital truth: “Never 
accept the idea that there’s no solution 
to a problem,” he says. “There always is 
—tf you look hard enough.”

HE SADDEST worpDs I’ve ever heard ut- 
tered by any American dad came from 
the lips of James White, father of 
basketball’s Sherman White, a few 
weeks ago: 

“Sherm had to go to college,” his dad said, 
“to learn something he never was taught at 
home.” 

That “something,” as every sports-loving 
American knows, was the nastiest thing any 
amateur athiete can learn—how to take a bribe 
for “throwing” a game. For young White was 
one of the college boys involved in the Madison 
Square Garden scandals. Our whole nation 
has been shocked and disturbed by. glaring 
revelations of the number of our young ath- 
letes in all parts of the country who have 
been exposed to offers of “easy money.” Even 
more serious is the slimy evidence that big 
gambling operators have fastened themselves 
to American amateur sports, and are doing 
their best to ruin our sporting events, and, 
what's infinitely worse, our young men. 

Sherm White's father has tasted the bitter 
cup of shame. But what about other American 
fathers and mothers? Can we allow our young- 
sters to enter blindly into games that may 
have become the prey of selfish, criminal men? 

Goodness knows, I am the last man in the 
world to criticize college sports. I know from 
many years of playing and coaching that col- 
lege sports are good for your son. The urge to 
become a champion is the same urge that has 
made our country the greatest nation in the 
world. The will to play hard and play clean 
is the best way to form habits of right living 
that stay with our boys all their lives. 


Keep Them Away from Crooks 


But let’s face the facts. We do have a bad. 
situation on our hands. There is a cancerous 
growth in college athletics. Players in New 
York took bribes. On the West Coast other 
players were offered “fix” money. We've 80% 
to cut it out — and fast. As American parents, 
we can’t afford to risk the futures of our best 
young men. We can’t afford to see the brilliant 
traditions of American team play made & 
for dirty-handed city gamblers who never 
heard of honor or sportsmanship.

the brilliant upward path they have taken 
in the past. I can think of at least four steps 
that we ought to consider right now. Let me 
explain. : 


] We must take college sports, particularly 
- basketball, out of big public arenas like 
Madison Square Garden in New York—and 


My University of Kansas teams have always 
been well treated at Madison Square Garden, 
but I'll never take them back there again. 

I believe that college sports ought to be run 
by the colleges themselves, and not by profes- 
sional promoters. I know that’s easy to say, 
but difficult to do for institutions with a tough 
budget problem. I think the answer is the con- 
struction of large gyms by colleges themselves 
—at least by those reasonably certain of at- 
tracting crowds large enough to support them. 
Kansas State, in Manhattan, Kansas, re- 
cently - built a field. house accommodating 
13,000 fans. The legislature has appropriated 
$2.5 million for us to build a 16,000-seat arena 
for the University of Kansas. Other colleges, 
like the Universities of Minnesota and Ken- 
tucky, already have such facilities. 

Having them, a college can do two things: 
(1) maintain real interest in basketball; and 
(2) keep college athletics right where they 
ought to be—in its own hands. 


We must keep college athletes irom play- 
-ing at summer resorts. 


The New York basketball scandals simply 


riveted public attention on a situation that’s 
been getting worse for some time. 

We know how that some of the athletes im- 
plicated in the Eastern bribery were first ap- 
proached while playing at vacation spots in 
the Catskills. Only last December I warned 
the New York Basketball Writers Association 
that the mixing of college and pro players, 
which occurs regularly at such resorts, would 
lead inevitably to trouble. 

Experienced players — the pros — ought to 
know how to handle fix-minded gamblers. But 
the green college kids don’t. They aren’t used 
to seeing large sums of money, and for many 
of them the temptation is great. It’s our re~- 
sponsibility, as coaches, parents and school 
Officials, to see that these youngsters — and 
their games — are protected. 


We should appoint a High Commissioner 


- of all intercollegiate athletics at once. And 
we should give him real power te enforce 
rules to protect cur young athletes. 


It’s clear now that the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association can do nothing to handle 
problems like the present one. It simply hasn't 
the power. Look what happened to its “Sanity 
Code” which was supposed to put a stop to 
the practice of “buying” players for football 
teams. It had tobe junked because there were 
no teeth in its regulations. 

But a High Commissioner with real power 
over all phases of amateur athletics would be 
something else again. He should be able to 
fire any coach or alumni secretary who winks 
at his regulations. He should have a staff and 
budget to support policing of our athietic 


programs. 


Let me say right now that I am not a can- 
didate for the office. 

In my opinion, such a High Commissioner 
would be a real protection for college presi- 
dents. Too often, these administrators have 
rebelled at shady practices, but have been 
handcuffed by alumni groups who want win- 
ning teams at any price. On that score, I cer- 
tainly favor having alumni take a strong in- 
terest in college athletics. But all too fre- 
quently “interest” becomes a desire to dictate. 
That’s bad for the kids who do the playing. 

Who could be a fit Commissioner? 

We need a man of national reputation and 
unquestioned integrity. I'd suggest a man of the 
caliber of Justice William O. Douglas of the 
Supreme Court, or Director J. Edgar Hoover 
of the FBI. Senator Estes Kefauver of Tennes- 
see would be ideal. A football player at the
